A picnic area is located west of 
the Main Entrance for your convenience. Also, for the comfort of those around 
you, we request that there be no flash photography, eating or drinking in any 
attraction. Smoking is not permitted in any attraction or waiting area. 

We thank you for your cooperation and consideration. 

Attention Young at Heart! Splash Mountain, Space Mountain, Star Tours, Matterhorn 
Bobsleds, Big Thunder Mountain Railroad and Autopia have boarding restrictions. Guests 
should be in good health and free from heart, back or neck problems, motion sickness or 
other conditions that could be aggravated by these adventures. Expectant mothers

Re-entry to Disneyland
